Sexual  Diversity  Awareness  Coalition  (SDAC): 

The  Sexual  Diversity  Awareness  Coalition  works  to  create 
an  awareness  of  and  respect  for  sexual  diversity.  By  providing 
educational  programs  to  the  campus,  SDAC  combats  myths, 
prejudgements,  and  fears  about  homosexuality  and  bisex- 
uality  in  order  to  dispell  them.  Activities  include  Gay,  Lesbian, 
and  Bisexual  Awareness  Week  in  the  Spring,  supporting  na- 
tional Coming  Out  Day,  and  sponsoring  Film  Nights.

The  past  year  has  certainly  been  A 
Time  to  Remember  at  Susquehan- 
na and  throughout  our  world. 
World  Trade  Center  Bombing 
(right)  Shortly  after  noon  on  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1993,  an  explosion 
rocked  the  World  Trade  Center  in 
new  York  (ftY),  leaving  several 
dead  and  hundreds  injured.  Hai- 
tian Refugees  (below)  On  May 
24,  1992,  President  Bush  decided 
that  Coast  Guard  cutters  would  in- 
tercept the  Haitians  at  sea  and  im- 
mediately return  them  to  their 
country.  H.  Ross  Perot  (middle 
right)  In  May  1992,  Ross  Perot  was 
a  potential  president.  During  the 
fall,  he  was  likely  to  be  no  more 
than  a  potential  spoiler,  but  none- 
theless a  wild  card  who  could  and 
did  reshuffle  the  deck.  The  Perot 
Factor  was  reintroduced  to  pres- 
idential politics  11  weeks  to  the 
day  after  the  Texas  billionaire 
abandoned  plans  to  run,  saying  he 
had  concluded  he  could  not  win. 
1992  World  Series  (bottom  left) 
There  was  a  new  flag  flying  over 
Canada  —  the  World  Series  pen- 
nant. The  Toronto  Blue  Jays  took 
baseball's  championship  beating 
the  Atlanta  Braves  4-3  in  11  in- 
nings in  Qame  6. Iraq  (bottom 
right  )U.S.  Warplanes  swept  over 
southern  Iraq  on  January  13, 
1993,  bombing  selected  military 
targets.  The  Break-Up  of  Yugo- 


slavia (opposite  page,  bottom 
right  and  middle)  Inhabitants  of 
the  territory  are  confronted  daily 
by  the  shelling,  sniper  fire  and 
death  of  war.  They  take  to  the 
streets  during  the  ceasefire,  push- 
ing and  shoving,  trying  to  buy 
bread  and  other  staples  necessary 
to  live.  The  war  has  left  thousands 
dead  and  has  sent  more  than  a 
million  fleeing  which  led  to  the  cre- 
ation of  dreaded  dentention 
camps,  likened  to  those  of  Nazi 
Germany.  President  Bill  Clinton 
Inaugurated  (middle  left)  The  air 
filled  with  cheers  as  William  Jef- 
ferson Clinton  was  sworn  into  of- 
fice as  the  42nd  president  of  the 
United  States  on  January  20, 1993. 
Columbus  Anniversary 
(opposite  page,  upper  right)  Es- 
corted by  more  than  1,000  private 
boats,  replicas  of  Christopher  Co- 
lumbus' ships  arrived  in  the  United 
States  on  February  15,  1992,  as 
part  of  the  500th  anniversary  cel- 
ebration of  his  voyage  to  the  new 
World.  Hurrican  Andrew 
(opposite  page,  middle  right  and 
bottom  middle)  Hurrican  Andrew 
struck  southern  Florida  on  August 
24, 1992,  with  winds  gusting  to  164 
mpg  and  12-foot  tidal  surge  that 
flattened  many  homes,  uprooted 
trees,  flung  boats  into  the  streets 
and  wrecked  an  entire  Air  Force 
base.

North  American  Free  Trade 
Agreement  (right)  President 
Bush  and  the  leaders  of  Canada 
and  Mexico  participated  in  a  cer- 
emony in  October  1992  to  spot- 
light an  agreement  designed  to 
create  the  world's  largest  and 
richest  free  trade  zone.  1992 
Summer  Olympics  (bottom)  An 
era  of  amateurism  passed  into  an 
age  of  professionalism,  and  the 
Olympics  were  transformed  for- 
ever, when  professional  athletes 
were  allowed  to  compete  in  the 
1992  Summer  Olympics  in  Barce- 
lona, Spain.  U.S.  Troops  in  So- 
malia (bottom  right)  U.S.  Marines 
arrived  in  Somalia  on  December  9, 
1992,  to  assist  in  curtailing  the 


wanton,  widespread  violence  and 
prevent  looting  of  relief  shipments. 
AIDS  (bottom  left)  A  grim  new  vi- 
sion of  the  world  AIDS  epidemic 
predicts  that  more  than  25  million 
people  will  have  the  disease  by  the 
end  of  the  decade,  and  up  to  120 
million  will  be  infected.  Dizzy 
Gilespie  (middle)  This  great  mu- 
sician passed  away  this  year.
